On the first ballot John H. Dye and S. L. Cochran re- 
ceived a majority of all the votes cast, and were declared 
elected clerical delegates. There was no election for lay dele- 
gates. On the second ballot there was no election for either 
clerical or lay delegates. On the third ballot M. M. Smith 
received a majority of all the votes cast and was declared 
elected a clerical delegate. L. L. Mack and A. L. Malone, 
having received a majority of all votes cast, were declared 
elected lay delegates. On the fourth ballot, for lay delegates, 
there was no election. On the fifth ballot, for lav delegates, C. 
W. Culp received a majority of all the ballots cast and was 
declared elected a lay delegate. 

On the first ballot for alternate delegates there was no 
election. On the second ballot Z. T. Bennett received a ma- 
jority of ail the votes cast and was declared elected alternate 
clerical delegate. D. L. Baker received a majority of all 
votes cast and was declared elected alternate lay delegate.

Dear Fathers and Brethren: As the Little Rock Conference 

has adopted for your consideration a memorial asking practically a 
change in the boundary line between the Little Rock and the White 
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River Conferences, we respectfully memorialize your body against the 
proposed change, and that you change the boundary line as described 
in our Book of Discipline to conform to the present administration in 
the assignment of preachers.

1. The territory that would be affected by the proposed change 
has been occupied and cultivated for many years by the White River 
Conference in the belief of rightful possession, under the agreement of 
the Commissioners duly appointed, and representing the Little Rock 
and the White River Conferences. 

2. On part of said territory the White River Conference has ex- 
pended, from its domestic mission fund, a large sum of money in devel- 
oping Argenta into a self-sustaining charge. 

3. The members of our Church in said territory are, we believe, 
satisfied with their relations to this Conference, and have not indicated 
any desire to be transferred to the Little Rock Conference. 

4. The White River Conference, the smallest of our three Confer- 
ences in this State, would lose relatively more than the Little Rock 
Conference would gain by the proposed change. 

5. For these and other reasons we pray you to change the boundary 
line between the Little Rock and the White River Conferences, as de- 
scribed in our Book of Discipline, so as to make said boundary line 
conform to the present and long past administration by our Bishops in 
the assignment of preachers.

REPORT OF BOARD OF EDUCATION. 

To the Bishop and Members of the White River Annual Conference in session Decem- 
ber 16, 1893. 

Your Board of Education would respectfully submit the following 
report : 

VANDERBILT UNIVERSITY. 

We rejoice to know that this institution not only continues to 
maintain its high mark as an institution of learning, but it is enlarging 
its work and possibilities each year. And notwithstanding the great 
financial depression upon the country, the enrollment is as large as 
usual. We also heartily endorse the election of Dr. James H. Kirkland 
as Chancellor. 

HENDRIX COLLEGE. 

The report of the President and Board of Trustees of this school 
has been placed in our hands. From this report we learn that the year 
ending June 2 1st, 1S93, has been in every way, except financially and 
in enrollment, the most pleasant and prosperous of its history. The 
work of the president and faculty, all of whom are retained, meets our 
hearty approval. 

The enrollment was 154, or 12 less than the previous year. The 
falling off is easily accounted for by the stringency in money matters, 
sickness, etc. Although the attendance was less, it represented more 
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counties, Conferences and states than any previous year. The Arkan- 
sas Conference furnished 61 students; the Little Rock Conference, 44; 
the White River Conference, 35; other Conferences, 14. The spir- 
itual condition of students has been unusally good. When they 
matriculated, 101 were church members, 20 were converted during 
revivals. Of the unconverted, only nine remained so at the end of the 
year. From these extracts we learn that the spiritual condition of the 
college is good, and constantly improving. 

The financial condition is very discouraging, and unless the Church 
comes to the relief by liberal contributions it will labor under very 
serious embarrassments. Last year the receipts of the college from 
all sources was $5500.00, while current expenses amounted to $7100.00. 
In addition to this, a large indebtedness has been incurred in the pur- 
chase of additional property, making a total indebtedness of at least 
$12,000.00. 

In view of these facts, we recommend the appropriation of one 
thousand dollars ($1000) to be divided among the Districts of this Con- 
ference in the following order: 

Searcy District, $220; Helena District, $250; Newport District, 
$160; Batesville District, $150; Jonesboro District, $220; making a 
total of $1000. 

We heartily recommend to all our people and the public at large 
this most worthy institution of learning for the higher education of 
our young men, and as preachers and laymen pledge it our hearty 
support. 

We recommend the election of Judge H. N. Word, as trustee in 
the plaee of W. A. Wilburn, deceased, and endorse the appointment 
of Rev. Thos. H. Ware, as agent of the college. 

GALLOWAY FEMALE COLLEGE 

In which the three Annual Conferences of Arkansas are equally 
interested, and to which they are pledged, not only formally, but in 
principle and sentiment, continues to deserve our greatest confidence 
and highest admiration. We rejoice to learn from the excellent presi- 
dent, Dr. John H. Dye, that during the year its prosperity has been 
unexampled in the history of Christian education in Arkansas. There 
has been enrolled 321 students, the much larger number of them not 
local, but drawn thither from every quarter of the state and from other 
states. The faculty is competent, and in all respects superior, com- 
posed of specialists, who have enjoyed the very best training for their 
several duties. 

This training relates not only to literature, ancient and modern, 
science and philosophy, and the arts, practical and ornamental, but 
also to the moral and religious preparation for the work of Christian 
education. The building, the scientific furniture, the musical instru-
